“That from, on or about April 
1, 1945, and continuously thereaft- 
er... the defendants ... unlaw- 
fully, wilfully and knowingly, did 
conspire with each other, and with 
divers other persons unknown, to 
organize as the Communist party 
of the United States of America a 
society, group, and assembly of 
persons who teach and advocate 
the overthrow and destruction of 
the Government of the United 
States by force and violence, and 
knowingly and wilfully to advo- 
cate and teach the duty and neces- 
sity of overthrowing and destroy- 
ing the Government of the United 
States by force and violence..... .”

Verdict Was Upheld.

Following are ezcerpts from 
United States Listrict Judge 
Harold R. Medina’s charge to 
the jury in the Communist trial 
at New York, as reported by the 
United Press: 


UST after you were sworn in as 
jurors ...I1... told you to 
be patient and said that there 
are few qualities in life so impor- 
tant. I said that if you once get 
yourself in the frame of mind 
where you know that you have a 
task ahead and it has to be done 
carefully and it has to be done just 
right and you know that it will 
be wrong to let little things dis- 
turb you, then there comes a cer- 
tain calm and peace of mind which 
are the essence in the administra- 
tion of justice. ... Justice does not 
flourish amidst emotional excite- 
ment and stress.... 
You will bear in mind at all 
times that these 11 men are 
charged ‘here as 11 individuals, the 
guilt or innocence of each of whom 
must be passed on by you sepa- 
rately. ... 
(Here he read to the jury the 
relevant sections of the Alien Reg- 
istration Act of 1940, the Smith 
Act, and the text of the indict- 
ment.) 

Single Conspiracy Charged. 
I charge you that but a single 
conspiracy is alleged.... 
The crime charged is not that 
these defendants personally advo- 
cated or taught the duty or neces- 
sity ‘of overthrowing and destroy- 
ing the Government of'the United 
States by force and violence; nor 
is the charge that the Communist 
party as such advocates or teaches 
such violent overthrow and de- 
struction. The charge is that 
these defendants conspired with 
each other, and with others un- 
known to the grand jury, know- 
ingly and willfully.... 
These paragraphs (of the in- 
dictment) merely allege the means 
by which it is claimed the defend- 
ants agreed that the conspiracy 
was to be made effective. And 
so... it is not necessary for the 
prosecution to prove that all these 
means were actually used or put 
in operation, provided that it is 
established ... that one or more 
of these means described ... were 
agreed upon to be used to effect 
the conspiracy... 

Definition of Conspiracy. 
A conspiracy may be defined as 
a combination of two or more 
persons, by concerted action, to 
accomplish a criminal or unlawful 
purpose, or some purpose not in 


itself unlawful or criminal, by 
criminal or unlawful means... . 
However, it is not necessary in 
order to constitute a conspiracy 


that two or more persons should 


meet together and enter into an 
explicit or formal agreement for 
an unlawful scheme, or that they 
should directly, by words or in 
writing, state what the unlawful 
scheme wag to be, and the details 
of the plan or means by which 
the unlawful scheme was to be 
made effective. ... 

Persons may be guilty of being 
parties to a conspiracy. though 
the objects of the conspiracy were 
never accomplished. ... 

Books are not on trial here nor 
are you concerned with the philo- 
sophical validity of any mere 
theories. 
to pass upon the relative merits 
of Communism or capitalism or 
any other isms.... 


Should you find from the evi- 
dence that defendants organized 
or helped to organize and assumed 
or were given leadership in the 
Communist party as a legitimate 
political party solely with the view 
of electing candidates to political 
office by lawful and peaceful 
means and advocating reforms 
and changes in the laws or the 
adoption of policies by the Gov- 
ernment favorable to their con- 
tentions in the matters just re- 
ferred to, you must render a ver- 
dict of not guilty.... 


Issues Of Veracity. 


I need not remind you that the 
case bristles with issues of verac- 
ity. In instances too numerous to 
specify the testimony of witnesses 
called by the prosecution is flatly 
contradicted by the testimony of 
witnesses called by the defendants. 
It is your function and yours alone 
to decide where the truth lies.... 
Remembering always that the 
}prosecution has the burden of 
proof. ... 

The prosecution claims .. . that 
defendants as part and parcel of 
tHe conspiracy sought to mask 
their purposes by pretending that 
they were fighting always and 
solely for democracy ... to bring 
about salutary reforms and even- 
Socialism ... all by straightfor- 
ward, peaceful and strictly lawful 
means, whereas in truth and in 
fact they resorted to many clan- 
destine and fraudulent devices in

He 
became a party organizer in the 
Cleveland area, served 14 months 
in the United States Navy, Janu- 
ary, 1945, to March, 1946, and 
was elected in absentia to the 
Communist National Committee in 
1945.

Irving Potash, 47, New York, 
vice president of the International 
Fur and Leather Workers, was 
born in Russia, came to this coun- 
try in 1913 and attended New 
York public schools. He was ar- 
rested in Brooklyn on Nov. 8, 
1919, and pleaded guilty with 
others to organizing and being a 
member of the Communist party

NEW YORK, Oct. 14 (AP)—The 
Communist conspiracy trial lasted 
39 weeks and was one of the 
longest in the history of American 
criminal proceedings. 

It cost the United States about 
$1,000,000 the Government esti- 
mated. The defense figured its 
Outlay at $500,000. 

The jury of eight women and 
four men listened to more than 
5,000,000 words, many spoken with 
bitterness, indignation and high 
emotion. The trial record covered 
20,000 pages and included 750 
exhibits—many of them the pon- 
derous classics of ‘Marxist litera- 
ture. 


The first two months of the trial 
were consumed by a futile defense 
challenge of the method of select- 
ing federal jurors in this district. 
The defense contended that Ne- 
groes, laborers and other groups 
largely were excluded from — 
but United States District Judge 
Harold R. Medina rejected their 
arguments, 

Only Six Defendants Testified. 


The government called 15 wit- 
nesses and its case took two 
months. The defense took four 
months for its 35 witnesses. Only 
six of the defendants took the 
stand. 

The remaining month was ac- 
counted for by the summations 
and various delays. 

The government sought to prove 
that the Communist Party, after 
a brief wartime period in which it 
favored co-operation with ‘the 
United States Government, was 
reorganized in 1945 on orders from 
Moscow that it take a more mili- 
tant line. 

The prosecution implied that the 
wartime co-operative policy de- 
veloped because the United States 
and Russia were allies. 
‘Government witnesses testified 
that after 1945 the party became 
conspiratorial, that it plotted to 
gain control of key industries to 
eventually seize violent control of 
the Government itself, and that 
plans were discussed for an in- 
vasion of this continent by the 
Soviet army. 

The party’s aims were concealed, 
the prosecution maintained, by 
“Aesopian language” which seems 
innocent to outsiders but has a 
different meaning to initiates, 

Under-Cover Witnesses. 

The Government witnesses in- 
cluded nine persons who joined 
the party to serve as Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in- 
formants and were members in 
good standing when they began 
to testify, four former party func- 
tionaries, and two FBI agents. 

The defense witnessees largely 
were party members called to chal- 


llenge specific statements made by 


the FBI undercover workers. In 
general, the defense contended 
that the Communist party had op- 


erated openly as an ordinary po- 
litical party seeking to gain power 
by constitutional means. It insist- 
ed that the party had not advo- 
cated use of violent methods, add- 
ing that any violence would come 
from conservative groups seeking 
to prevent the Communists from 
taking power after they had won 
an election victory. 

‘The defense also maintained 
that the case represented an ef- 
fort by the Government to stifle 
expression of all shades of politi- 
cal opinion and to deny the guar- 
antees of freedom of speech and 
assembly in the first amendment 
to the constitution. 


Stormy Court Sessions. 


Many of the trial sessions were 
stormy. Medina and the half doz- 
en defense attorneys wrangled 
continuously. The lawyers made 
innumerable motions for a mis- 
trial, all denied. 

The 6l-year-sold judge, gray- 
mustached and soft-spoken, fre- 
quently accused the defense law- 
yers of trying to wear him down 
and break his strength. 


He ruled out as extraneous 
many items of evidence which the 
defense offered, particularly those 
having to do with the stand of the 
Communist Party on various na- 
tional questions. 

Council for the Communist lead- 
ergs asserted Medina badgered 
their witnesses and sought to dis- 
credit them in the eyes of the 
jurors. 


Medina cited one defense attor- 
ney, George Crockett Jr., Detroit 
Negro, for contempt, and threat- 
ened similar action against Crock- 
ett’s colleagues after the trial. 

During the trial, the defense 
charged bias against one cf the 
jurors, Russell Janney, writer and 
theatrical producer. In August, 
the defense produced an affidavit 
from an actress and a clipping 
from a Georgia newspaper in an 
effort to show that Janney had 
expressed sentiments against Com- 
munism and had violated the 
court’s instructions by discussing 
the case with outsiders. 

Judge Medina denied a motion 

for a mistrial and kept Janney on 
the jury. 
* Only one person, George L. 
Smith, a juror, was forced to 
abandon the trial because of ill- 
ness. He was replaced by an alter- 
nate juror, Mrs. Jane Schultz, an 
unemployed secretary. 


Payment of Jurors. 

It cost the Government about 
$1900 each for the 12 jurors and 
three alternates who heard the 
testimony. The juror excused on 
account of illness received less. 

The jurors got $5 a day for the 
trial’s first 30 days and $10 a day 
thereafter. They also got 7 cents 
a mile travel allowance. That 
doesn’t amount to much in Man- 
hattan, however. ' 

Their hours were 10:30 a.m, to 
4:30 p.m. except on Friday after- 
noons and weekends. They got an 
hour and a half for lunch each 


day. 


JWOGE THREATENED, 
MALENED AT TRL 


Medina’s Patience Often 
Worn Thin, but He Stuck 
It Out to End. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14 (AP)— 
Harold R. Medina probably never 
worked harder as an $8-a-week 
law clerk than he did as the $15,- 
000-a-year Communist conspiracy 
trial judge. 

He was maligned, threatened, 
cajoled and high-pressured for 39 
weeks. 

As early as last July, he said he 
was “physically and mentally in- 
capable of going through much 
raore,” but he stuck it out for 
nearly three more months to the 
trial’s end. ¥ 

“Td always wanted to be a 
judge,” the Brooklyn-borr Medina 
said when he was appointed to 
the federal bench by President 
Truman July 1, 1947. He gave up 
a $100,000-a-year private law prac- 
tice, built up since his Phi Beta 
Kappa days at Princeton Univer- 
sity. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1912. 

His first law job was the $8 one 
as clerk. 

Throughout most of the trial, 
Judge Medina, 61 years old, and 
graying, kept a soft voice. His 
drooping mustache and raised eye- 
brows gave his dignified face a 
perpetual look of amused concern. 

The trial began Jan. 17. By Jan. 
29, Medina had a file of some 20 
letters, threatening him with bod- 
Uy harm. 

“Tll face the risk calmly,” he 
promised—and he did. 

But his patience often wort thin 
in succeeding days as he accused 
the defense of trying to drag out 
the trial for years and of trying 
to wear him down with argument. 

He jailed five defendants for 
contempt. He threatened to do 
the same with most of the defense 
lawyers when the trial was over. 
Three times he walked off the 
bench in a desperate effort to halt 
hot arguments. 

Day after day, pickets chanted 
or howled outside in Foley Square. 
They called Judge Medina a “rat” 
and a Ku Klux Klanner and told 
him how to run his business. 

The judge got to the Foley 
Square courthouse at 8: a.m. 
each trial day—Monday through 
Friday. He left about 6:30 p.m. 
But he usually took the day’s rec- 
ord to his East Seventy-fifth street 
apartment for after-hours study. 
When he could, he spent week- 
ends with his wife at their Long 
Island country home. 

A detective was assigned to him 
the day the trial began. When 
threats started piling up, two pa- 
trolmen also were assigned to his 
apartment.

Negotiators Plan Night 
Session — Warning of 
Law Suits if Negro 
Porters Lose Work as 
Brakemen. 


More than 100 of the 282 claims 
that caused the Migsouri Pacific 
Railroad strike have been set- 
tled thus far in negotiations be- 
tween company and union repre- 
sentatives. To speed negotiations, 
the representatives met, a half 
hour earlier than usual today, the 
fifth day of direct negotiations, 
and planned to hold a night 
session. 

Today the strike of 5000 operat- 
ing employes entered its sixth 
week. Spokesmen for the com- 
pany and the four brotherhoods 
thought a settlement this week- 
end was unlikely. However, an 
agreement to end the strike early 
next week appeared possible. Be- 
fore calling off the strike, union 
officers must agree with the rail- 


road on an agency to which they | 


will refer all unsettled cases. 

President Truman was being 
kept posted on the progress of 
negotiations by the United States 
Mediation and Conciliation Serv- 
ice. Although federal mediators 
are not handling the negotiations, 
they are in close touch with union 
officers and presumably with com- 
pany heads. 

‘Relling Right Atong.’ 

A proposal on use of cabooses 
Was under discussion at today’s 
session. When the meeting re- 
cessed briefly after about three 
hours, Roy E. Davidson, spokes- 
man for the unions, said: “Were 
rolling right. along.” 

Russell L, Dearmont, attorney 
for Trustee Guy A. Thompson, 
said: “We're still plowing up 
some old ground.” 

In. six hours of negotiations 
yesterday, two very important 
cases were decided upon, Davidson 
and Thompson reported. Both 
cases involved the engineers. De- 
liberations on one claim had 
started Wednesday afternoon. Be- 
sides these cases, a number of 
lesser claims also were settled. 

Thompson, who has delegated 
the task of negotiating to two of 
his officers but is sitting in on all 
sessions, said after yesterday’s 
conference: “I’d say deliberations 
today went along about the same 
as Wednesday—pretty slow. Prog- 
ress Was not as rapid as I would 
like and that is why we are 
starting earlier tomorrow and 
will work tomorrow night.” 

The night session was called at 
the request of Thompson and Pau! 
J. Neff, chief executive officer of 
the railroad. 

Thompson said several cases 
brought up late yesterday had 
been set over until today. A few 
cases have been set aside and may 
be referred to an outside agency 
after the strike ends, he reported. 
This was the procedure suggested 
at the conference of Governors 
here last week. 

In the evenings, Thompson con- 
tinued, the negotiators have been 
spending their time in research. 
With the negotiations stepped up, 
it will now be necessary for all 
research work to go on while dis- 
cussion is in progress, he said. 

“My statement that ‘good spirits’ 
among negotiators is being main- 
tained still holds good,” he re- 
marked. 

Davidson, international vice 
president of the engineers’ union, 
commented that the negotiations 
were “going as fast as could 
be expected.” Occasionally ‘too 
much time” is spent on a single 
case, he added, “but that may be 
unavoidable.” Yesterday’s nego- 
tiations “went very well,” he re- 
ported,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP)— 
The five-day smog which caused 
20 deaths at Denora, Pa., a year 
ago was the result of an unusual 
combination of ‘warm, t 
air and heavily smoke-polluted fog, 
the Public Health Service says. 

The agency's report said 6000 
persons—43 per cent of the popu- 
lation of Donora and nearby Web- 
ster—were made iil, confirming 
the widespread effect of the poi- 
soned air as disclosed in surveys 
last winter. 

The 200-page report was re 
leased last night by Surgeon Gen.

He said Donora probably had 
another serious smog period in 
Aprii 1945—“The vital statistics 
show there were almost twice as 
many deaths in the town as in any ‘.

Stormy Session of Na- a we

PARIS, Oct. 14 (AP)—Socialist 


Jules Moch got off to a shaky/ 


start as France’s new Premier to- 
day, winning a confirmation vote 
from the National Assembly by a 
Narrow margin. 

_ In a tumultuous session the 
Assembly gave him its approval 
by a 311-to-223 vote. Thus he had 
only one vote to spare since he 
needed a minimum backing of 310 
deputies. 

Announcement of the final re- 
sult could not be made for almost 
three hours after the ballots were 
cast because of disputes over the 
votes of several deputies. Two 
absentee votes put the new Pre- 
mier across, | 

Moch, the retiring Interior Min- 
ister, gained a reputation as a 
“strong man” last winter when he 
crushed a Communist-led wave of 
etrikes. Now he faces the task of 
maming a cabinet which can cope 
with the nation’s mounting wage- 
price crisis. 

It appears that his cabinet will 
have only a slim chance of sur- 
viving for any length of time. He 
received the lowest postwar total 
for any Premier on a vote of in- 
vestiture. Usually a government 


in France commands progressively 
smaller votes in each important 
test. If Moch is to remain in of- 
fice he must reverse that trend. 

The 56-year-old Moch succeede 
Henri Queuille, leader of the mod- 
erate Radical Socialist party. Que- 
uille resigned as Premier eight 
days ago, climaxing a growing 
cabinet crisis tracing back to the 
British devaluation on the pound 
Sept. 18. 

Following Britain’s lead, France 
devalued the franc. That step 
touched off a split among Que- 
uille’s ministers, with the Social- 
ists demanding a general wage in- 
crease to meet higher living costs. 
Ministers of the conservative par- 
ties in the coalition cabinet in- 
sisted on a hold-the-line wage pol- 
icy to fight inflation. 

The same division of opinion 
was evident during the 12 hours 
of debate yesterday which pre- 
ceded Moch’s confirmation. 

Moch proposed giving bonuses 
up to 3000 francs (about $9) to 
workers receiving less than 15,000 
francs (about $45) a month. He 
also suggested that strenuous ef- 
forts be made to bring down prices 
and called for a return soon to 
collective bargaining and the elim- 
ination of government controls 
Over wages.

What the Air Did. 

In an appendix to the report 
issued by the Public Health Serv- 
ice, the United States Weather 
Bureau warned that October is the 
critical month for smog in the in- 
dustrial East. 

Dr. Harry Wexler, weather bu- 
reau expert, explained about the 
anticyclones which pin the pol- 
luted air in one area. He said me- 
teorological conditions similar to 
those at Donora last year may be 
expected on the average once in 
every 10 or 15 years “with no 
guarantee that they would not oc- 
cur in consecutive years or months, 
or twice in the same month.” 

The anticyclone is a deep mass 
of stagnant air. It may travel a 
course across several states. 

On Oct. 22, 1948, said Wexler, 
a shallow, cold “polar anticyclone” 
moved into the United Statea, from 
Canada at the Montana border.

In a report presented to the 
Atomic Research Commission he 
concluded that it was impossible 
in teh present state of techniques 
to provoke “a nuclear reaction of 
Bothe.” We recall that this refers 


gen conciuded 
that all the heat necessary to put 
this reaction into operation could 
not be obtained on the earth, even 
with recourse to an explosion of 
a uranium bomb. On the other 
hand, the Bothe cycle can be ob- 
tained partially and used for indus- 
trial purposes. 


(“A nuclear reaction of Bothe” 
apparently refers to a ‘nuclear 
theory discovered by the German 
physicist, Walter Bothe, profes- 
sor of physics at Heidelberg Uni- 
versity.) 

Experiments With Clouds. 

7. Have the Russians experi- 
mented with radioactive clouds in 
the U.S.S.R.? 

Answer: Yes, several times. How- 
ever, it is- believed that a defense 
against these can be very easily 
organized. Their danger is not 
taken very seriously. 

8. How did the United States 
get confirmation of the explosion 
of the bomb of July 1949? 

Answer — They certainly got 
wind of the explosion through 
those people who had left the 
U.S.S.R., among whom were per- 
sons in the know. It must not be 
forgotten that every Russian of- 
ficer who passes the line of de- 
marcation is obliged to reply to 
‘more than 40 questions contained 
‘in a special questionnaire which 
‘is supplied to him but it is obvi- 
ous that this information was only 
_accepted after very laborious veri- 
fications. 

At the time of my last stay in 
Central Asia and in Siberia, I 
|had learned that our counter- 
espionage services, with their cen- 
tral headquarters attachment, had 
noticed several times the appear- 
ance of unknown airplanes flying 
over the regions which had 
“atomic” installations. These air- 
planes were flying at a very high 
altitude, and they were modern, 
super-fast types. 

Planes From Iran. 

It was believed at first that they 
were flights of super-sonic jet 
planes from the Seventh Corps 
stationed at Orenbourg. However 
it was learned -that it was not that 
at all. They were able to estab- 
lish then that the planes came 
from the direction of the Iranian 
frontier, and that their passage 
followed very closely all stages of 
the experiments. | 

9. Do you have an idea where 
_these planes, which you think 
were American, came from? 
| Answer: As I said, they came 
from Iranian territory. They may 
have taken off from an airfield 
located in Iran unless they came 
‘from the Bahrein islands, where 
an extremely powerful American 
airbase exists.

The Sen- 
ator said, however, Kapitza might 
well have been taken across the 
Ural mountains for secret re 
search.)

Russian Scientists Superior. 

Answer—lIt seems certain to us 
that from the theoretical view- 
point the German scientists who 
work in the Soviet Union cannot 
equal Kapitza, a pupil of Lord 
Rutherford, or Joffe and other 
Russian scientists. This is all the 
more true because great German 
scientists like Heisenberg and 
Hahn did not want to go to Rus- 
sia. But the Germans, particu- 
larly Baron Von Ardenne, who are 
practical technicians of great 
value, have contributed to ad- 
vancing the perfection of the 
atomic bomb in less than two 
years. Their experience of very 
far advanced work on this during 
the war contributed to this.

STORY OF BLAST 
DOUBTED IN U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (UP)—| 
Well-informed circles here were | 
puzzled today by the assertion of | 
a former Russian officer that the | 
first atomic explosion in Russia | 
occurred July 10. 

Top Government atomic experts | 
declined to comment publicly on | 
the report. However, other persons | 
who keep in close touch with 
atomic affairs said they did not 
believe the July explosion was the 
one President.

They said they had been under 
the impression that the United 
States has instruments for detect- 
ing an atomic explosion anywhere 
within hours and that Mr. Truman | 
had learned of the Russian de-|

They pointed out that Chairman. 
David E. Lilienthal of the Atomic | 
Energy Commission is reported to 
have found out about the Russian 
explosion only two or three days | 
before the public. 

If these widely-held views are 
correct, they said, it is likely that 
the explosion to which Truman re- | 
ferred, occurred later than July 10. | 

In Chicago, Dr. ‘Harold Urey, 
who helped develop the atomic 
bomb, said the American people | 
shouldn’t take any comfort in| 
Russia’s lack of a stockpile. | 

“The fact that they do not have | 
one at the moment,” he said, “is no | 
indication they won't have one in | 
six months.” | 

He said Russia wouldn’t need a | 
big stockpile to overrun western | 
Europe. | 

“They could bomb western Eu- 
rope a whole lot easier than we 
could bomb Russia,” he said. | 

Asked how long he thought it | 
would take Russia to catch up to. 
the United States on atomic de- | 
velopment, Urey replied: 

“They may not have to catch up 
to make life here exceedingly un- | 
comfortable.”

2. The “councils of the Depart- 
ment of Defense repeatedly ques- 
tion why a strong Navy is need- 
ed when no potential enemy has 
one of any size. As a result, 
“there is a steady campaign to 
relegate the Navy to a convoy 
and anti-submarine service.” 

3. The Navy is denied a “full 
partnership” in the defense sys- 
tem, 

4. There has been improper 
operation in pushing purchases 
of the B-36, in canceling the 
Navy supercarrier United States 
and in attempted curbs of the 
Navy and Marines. There have 
been “arbitrary reductions that 
impair, or even eliminate, essen- 
tial functions.” 

5. The Navy’s morale is all 
right. But the whole Navy is 
“gravely concerned whether it 
will have modern weapons, in 
quality and quantity,” to do the 
job expected of it if war comes. 

6. The Navy has no objection 
to seeing the B-36 developed 
enough to determine its value as 
a weapon. But it is “illogical, 
damaging and dangerous” to

To Work Out ‘Advisory’ Plans for 


Civilian Defense in A-Bomb War 


10-Point Program on Measures Against New 
Military Techniques, Sent to Government 
After Soviet Atom Blast, Is General to 


Point of Vagueness— Inquiry to Open.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14. 


HEN the Congressional Joint Committee on Atomic Energy 
starts hearings, tentatively set for Tuesday, on civilian defense 
planning, it will find that the National Security Resources 
Board has just begun to work out “advisory” suggestions for state 
and local governments on how to cope with atomic weapons, biological 
and chemical warfare, guided missiles and what used to be known as 


conventional attacks. 


The committee hearings were scheduled because Many Persons, 
Senators and Representatives included, were fearful that our cities 
lacked plans and organizations for adequate defense, rescue work 
and rehabilitation, now that Soviet Russia apparently Knows how to 
make atomic bombs. In his statement of Oct. 4, Bernard M. Baruch | 
ealled for “immediate enactment of a standby mobilization plan, | 
including a thorough-going civilian defense.”

After Truman had announced on 
Sept. 23 the Russian “atomic ex- 
plosion,” John R. Steelman, act- 
ing chairman of the National Se- 
curity Resources Board, secured 
approval by the board members 
of a 10-point planning program. 
The members are Secretaries of 
State, Treasury, Defense, Interior, 
Agriculture, Commerce and Labor. 

Sent to Governors. 

On Oct. 5, Steelman sent this 
program to the Governors of the 
states and territories. In an ac- 
companying letter he said that 
“the document reflects the board’s 
thinking with respect to certain 


criteria which states may wish to 
consider while engaged in civil de- 
fense planning activities.” 

The program as outlined by 
the board was general to the 
point of vagueness. Its most 
definite statement was: 


“The NSRB will encourage 
states to adopt civil defense leg- 
islation which (a) creates a civil 
defense planning body; (b) pro- 
vides for civil defense planning 
bodies in its political subdivi- 
sion; (c) charge the state of- 
ficials and subordinate planning 
bodies with responsibility for 
both peacetime and wartime dis- 
aster relief planning and pre- 
paredness measures.” 

The program frankly stated 
that “the Federal Government is 
not prepared at this time to fur- 
nish state and local govern- 
ments all the information and 

nce needed by them from 
ederal sources to prepare well- 
integrated and timely civil de- 
fense plans for state and local 
use in an emergency.” 

In another section, however, the 
program said: 

“Although the report of the Of- 
fice of Civil Defense Planning en- 
titled ‘Civil Defense for National 
Security,” known as the ‘Hopley 
Report,’ has not been officially 
adopted, the NSRB believes the 
report to be a useful guide to the 
substantive areas in which plan- 
ning must be done for federal, 
state and local defense.” 

The report was the work of an 
advisory group in the National 
Military Establishment headed by 
Russell J. Hopley of Omaha, Nebr., 
president of the Northwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. He resigned last 
year and was succeeded by Aubrey 
H. Mellinger, former president of 
the Illinois Bell Telephone Co. 

' Some Interesting Questions. 

This mention of the unapproved 
Hopley report raises several inter- 
esting questions. The first is: How 
could a Governor secure legisla- 
tion or a Mayor get through an 
ordinance by citing a report that 
has not been approved by the Na- 
tional Military Establishment? 

The NSRB answer to this is that 
the Hopley report is being revised 
and that later there may be an 
officially approved plan. The Hop- 
ley plan, a fair-sized book, has 
been approved by the Council of 
Governors, officials say, and some 
of its features have been adopted 
by state and municipal govern- 
ments. 

Furthermore, when Truman re- 
jected the Hopley-Mellinger plan 
of a permanent federal organiza- 
tion, he told the NSRB: “I would 
like the board’s recommendations 
concerning necessary actions, in- 
cluding any legislative proposals 
which may need early attention.” 

NSRB officials, in response to 
inquiry by the Post-Dispatch, said 
that no specific civil defense legis- 
lative pro s have been sub- 
mitted to the President. Many 
items of this program, they said, 
are included in the proposed stand- 
by “emergency mobilization”. bill 
which the NSRB has under con- 
atant revision. 

Ww Incident. 


Another interesting angie of the 
board’s oblique approval of the 
Hopley report was what happened 
in the District of Columbia when 
the chief of police attempted to 
establish last year a “civilian aux- 
iliary police force,” as recommend- 
ed by the report. Without con- 
sultation with civic organizations, 
labor unions or newspapers, the 
police chief recruited civilians for 
an unannounced “emergency” and 
began training them in the use 
of arms and truncheons. When 
he declined to give the reasons 
for his actions, all Washington 
newspapers attacked the plan; 
trade unions also denounced it as 
a possible labor disturbance tactic. 

The Washington police chief, 
who had attended a national con- 
ference of police officers, said he 
was acting under instructions con- 
tained in a letter from the Penta- 
gon. When the Washington news- 

pers obtained a copy of this 
letter, they pointed out that the 
sender, Hopley, had _ specifically 
stated that his report had not 
received official approval and that 
this fact must be taken into con- 
sideration by any local official 
wishing to adopt parts of it. The 
police chief abandoned his plan.

clearly indicated that any state 
or municipal officials wanting to 
set up a civilian defense organiza- 
tion could well inform the public 
what they are doing and secure 
the co-operation of civic and labor 


tions.

No 
planning effort, and certainly one 
of this magnitude, can ever suc- 
cessfully be undertaken on the 
basis of ‘ivory tower’ patterns or 
prescriptions. ~° 


“It is the job of the community 
or the state to develop its own 
plans for civil defense, using at 
its discretion the advice received 
from outside quarters. The com- 
munity or the state deserves to 
receive from the Federal Govern- 
ment our views as to the types of 
situations to be planned for, the 
potential nature and scope of 
enemy attack, whether conven- 
tional or unconventional, and the 
extent and type of assistance 
which the Federal Government 
contemplates being in a position 
to furnish. 


“The Federal Government is de- 
veloping and will furnish stand- 
ards for the use of states and 
communities in determining their 
actual or presumed vulnerability 
to attack. The rest is up to the 
community and the state. The 
Federal Government conceivably 
may go so far as to suggest to 
states and communities the condi- 
tions which should prevail and the 
resources which should be avail- 
able in order to place a state or 
a community in a position of com- 
plete readiness for assisting in 
averting enemy attack, for mini- 
mizing the effects of enemy attack 
and for dealing with disaster cre- 
ated by such attacks. 


Up to State or Community. 


“It will then be up to the state 
or community to decide how far 
it can go at any given time in the 
light of the economic, psychologi- 
cal and political factors involved, 
in achieving at least a partial de- 
gree of readiness under peacetime 
conditions. The Federal Govern- 
ment has in operation, or on the 
planning boards, programs for the 
training of personnel in unfamil- 
iar or unconventional types of at- 
tack such as atomic, biological 
and chemical. But it remains for 
the states and communities to 
utilize these programs in a man- 
ner that will be most beneficial 
to them.” 

This speech was delivered before 
Steelman wrote to the Governors, 
but it is perhaps significant that 
he added:’ 


“Your community, as you and I 
well know, would not TODAY sup- 
port a full-blown civil defense or- 
ganization replete with mobile bat- 
talions, block wardens, expensive 
equipment and such things.”

Rivalry Among Murray, Reuther and Lewis 
One of the Imponderables in Any At- 
tempt at Settlement. 


Within the CIO, the United 
Automobile Workers, led by the 
dynamic redhead, Walter Reuther, 
have obtained from the Ford Mo- 
tor Co. pensions in the amount 


sought by the steelworkers and 
on the terms suggested by Presi- 
dent Truman’s fact-finding board 
for the steel industry. 

Outside it, John L. Lewis, pres- 
ident of the United Mine Work- 
ers, as long ago as 1946 obtained 
for his miners a welfare fund 
which began with a 5-cent-a-ton 
royalty on coal produced and was 
stepped up first to 10 cents, and 
then to 20 cents, out of which $100 
a month pensions were paid to re- 
tired miners until recently. 


Argument Cuts Both Ways. 

The miners’ pension argument 
cuts both ways. One of the rea- 
sons why the steel companies are 
opposing non-contributory pen- 
sions is their experience with 
Lewis, which began with a modest 
royalty and was rapidly and sub- 
stantially increased by new union 
demands. 

The steel companies have indi- 
cated readiness to negotiate for 
contributory pensions, expecting 
that if this principle is adopted 
there will be restraint on later 
union requests for enlargement of 
pension benefits because part of 
the cost would be deducted from 
the pay envelopes of the workers 
in the form of: forced savings. 

In any event, rivalry among 
these three labor leaders is one 
of the imponderables which 
must be dealt with in any at- 
tempt to settle the current dis- 
putes in steel and coal mining. 

It would not be fair to say 
that Murray is seeking pensions 
for his steelworkers just because 
Lewis got them for coal miners, 
or Reuther for Ford workers, 
but it is true that those pen- 
sions have become a standard 
which the steelworkers must 
achieve if the rank and file of 
the union are to continue to give 
allegiance to its leadership. 

This is the more true because 
the coal miners’ pensions were 
paid in large part by the so-called 
“captive” mines, owned by steel 
companies. The argument runs 
that if the steel companies were 
willing to pay pensions to those 
of their employes who were coal 
miners, they ought also to pay 
pensions to those who make steel. 

It is true that Lewis’s welfare

IO PRESIDENT PHIL MURRAY, leading his United Steel- 
workers Union into an industry-wide strike for $100-a-month 
pensions, has staked his prestige as a labor leader on the outcome, 


for bankruptcy before pensions 
and other welfare payments we@ 
suspended last month with the 
excuse that some coal companies 
had refused to continue royalty 
payments. It was not, however, 
the “captive” mines which sus- 
pended royalty payments, but some 
Southern producers. 


The miners’ welfare - pension 
fund is in a state of suspended 
animation at the moment with all 
bituminous mines east of the 
Mississippi shut down by a strike, 
but no one expects it to go out of 
business permanently. A more 
likely outcome is that ultimately 
the royalty payment will be in- 
creased to perhaps 30 cents a ton 
and the fund will resume pay- 
ments although perhaps on a less 
liberal basis. The pension of $100 
a month presumably would be re- 
tained and reductions made in 
other benefits the fund attempted 
to finance. 

Murray’s position as president 
of the Steelworkers is impreg- 
nable. He was the first and has 
been the only president of the 
union, and there are no rivals on 
the scene to challenge him in his 
own union. Nor is there any im- 
mediate challenge to his leader- 
ship of the CIO other than that 
provided by the dissident left- 
wing minority which is expected 
either to walk out of the organi- 
zation or be expelled at the an- 
nual convention later this month 
in Cleveland. 

From time to time, however, 
there have been rumblings of dis- 
content with Murray’s leadership 
of the CIO, emanating from those 
who favored a more aggressive 
program, and in that connection 
the name of Reuther has been 
hopefully advanced as a possible 
successor to Murray. 

The personal relations of Mur- 
ray and Reuther are friendly and 
co-operative, despite these recur- 
rent rumors. Reuther is ambi- 
tious and undoubtedly does not 
object to having his name ad- 
vanced as a prospective leader of

Over a month ago one of our can com- 
pany workers sent you a letter to be 
printed in the “Letters From the Peo- 
ple” column. You did not print it. The 
letter said: 

“Workers need and deserve a raise. 
They are producing more than they did 
@ year ago. I work at a can company. 

‘We used to make cans at the rate of 
-350 a minute; now it’s 410, with the same 
number of people. We work harder, 
but we are not being paid any more for 
this increased output. 

“I see in the paper that a representa- 
tive of the steel companies says that 
‘there are other ways workers get re- 
warded for extra production. For ex- 
ample, he says, more production can 
lead to lower prices. That would be 
nice, but the companies have not tried 
it. They haven’t done anything except 
to increase profits. Our extra produc- 
tion this year did not benefit us. It only 
brought us extra grief and sweat and 
higher profits for the companies. 

“Workers are turning out much more 
than they did a year ago. But.we have 
no more money in our pockets—in fact, 
less, Naturally the increased output 
piles up in wasehouses and people are 
laid off. A wage increase will benefit 
us. And as we spend it, unemployed 
workers will go back to work.”

Glimpse Through Fog 

The House Expenditures Committee has dis- 
pelled some of the fog behind which the Mari- 
time Commission has long operated—at least in 
the eyes of those living far from the sea. What 
is now revealed largely confirms suspicions 
aroused whenever a wisp of that fog momen- 
tarily drifted aside. 

According to the committee, it has substan- 
tiated Comptroller General Warren’s charges of 
“maladministration and excessive expenditure of 
public funds, irregular procedures, inaccurate 
calculations and unjustifiably liberal interpre- 
tations of statutory language.” 

The committee further reports that, with the 
exception of Commissioner Raymond S. Mc- 
Keogh, the commissioners and their staff ham- 
pered the investigation, making it extremely 
difficult to get at the facts. This, no doubt, is 
one of the reasons why the Congressmen feel 
that the commission ought to be abolished and 
its functions transferred to a single administrator 
in the Department of Commerce. Its record, they 
say, does not justify its continuance as an in- 
dependent agency. 

Much of the investigation centered on the 
sale of six ships to the American Export Lines, 
the American President Lines and the United 
States Lines. These had cost the commission 
$150,000,000, but they were sold for only $70,- 
000,000. The commission invoked a law which 
authorizes it to grant subsidies to offset lower 
foreign shipbuilding costs, and to bear the ex- 
pense of defense installations on vessels. The in- 
vestigators, however, concluded that the com- 
mission went beyond the law’s provisions. 

Other investigations of the commission—for 
example, one conducted by Senator Magnuson 
of Washington—have resulted in similarly dis- 
turbing revelations. And the air has been thick 
with rumors and reports. For example, the com- 
mission has beén charged with selling freight- 
ers to private lines which operated them profit- 
ably for years and then resold them to the 
commission for higher prices than they paid in 
the first place. Commissioner McKeogh himself 
has questioned some deals. 

National defense is a good reason why the 
Government should not neglect the American 
merchant marine. But it is not an excuse for 
mulcting the Treasury. The report of the Ex- 
penditures Committee ought to lead to an even 
broader investigation. And it ought to lead 
to remedial action. 

If the Maritime Commission is not abolished, 
it surely should be compelled to obtain con- 
gressional approval before it spends “any large 
sums of the taxpayers’ money.” This already has 
been suggested by Chairman Weichel of the 
House Merchant Marine Committee. He also 
wants a special committee to suggest ways of 
recovering money paid out improperly. 

What has been revealed so far may not carry 
the mark of scandal. But it does suggest in- 
competence and irresponsibility. Positive action 
should be taken before the fog settles down 
again. 
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The “Mouse” Speaks 


Aneurin Bevan, Britain’s fiery Minister of 
Health, must have been speaking out of turn 
the other day when he intimated that Britain 
would have a general election this fall. Word has 
now come from Prime Minister Attlee, in an un- 
precedented statement, that he will not ask the 
King to dissolve Parliament this year. The rea- 
son given by Mr. Attlee for his announcement is 
that rumors of an election have been having dis- 
turbing effects on trade and industry. 

In batting down Mr. Bevan, as well as Con- 
servatives who have been predicting an early 
plebiscite, the Prime Minister shows he is will- 
ing to face the possible adverse consequences of 
devaluation. Some of his colleagues have leaned 
to the view that a quick election would permit 
the Labor party to avoid such consequences, but 
evidently Mr. Attlee was not impressed. 

There is a lot of joking in England about the 
unobtrusive man at No. 10 Downing street. He 
is referred to as “the little man who you see 
at parties standing alone in a corner.” When 
he attended an ice carnival some months ago, 
he was selected by a skating comedian, who did 
not know his identity, as a typical member of 
the “common people.” And once when Mr. Att- 
lee had left England for a trip and his ministers 
began quarreling, Winston Churchill wise- 
cracked: “When the mouse is away, the cats 
will play.” 

But, as in the current question of when a gen- 
eral election will be held, Mr. Attlee shows who 
is boss. He is willing for Cripps, Bevin, Morrison 
and Bevan to grab the spotlight, but it is the 
“mouse” who effectively manages things behind 
the scenes. 
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Congressmen in Court 

The Federal Court of Appeals in Philadelphia 
must decide whether members of Congress have 
the right to represent clients in the federal 
courts for fees. And whatever its decision, it is 
almost sure to be carried to the Supreme Court. 
For legally and historically, the question is not 
as simple as it may be morally. 

The issue was raised when Representative Earl 
Chudoff of Pennsylvania appealed for a writ of 
mandamus against Federal Judge James P. Mc- 
Granery, a former member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The writ, if granted, would compel 
Judge McGranery to permit Chudoff to appear 
before him as counsel for a client accused of 
sending obscene matter through the mails. 

It has been a common practice in Missouri to 
employ a legislator as counsel, especially in 
criminal cases. It has meant an automatic con- 
tinuance so long as the Legislature was in ses- 
sion. But there is more distinguished precedent 
in the person of Daniel Webster. One of his 
most profitable clients was the Bank of the 
United States, He argued its cause in court as 
well as in Congress. But he may well have 
been questioning his own conduct when he said: 

There are means of influence not gener- 
ally esteemed positively corrupt, which are 
competent to produce great effect. 

In ahy event, history would attach even 
greater honor to this lawyer-statesman’s name 
had be not been so lavishly supported by the 
vested interests he defended. 

A much more recent case is that of Repre- 
sentative Francis E. Walter, also a Pennsylvan- 
ian, who received $170,000 for representing 
stockholders in a suit against the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and the Pennroad Corpora 2 

The law on the point may be moot. Members 


of Congress are positively forbidden to appear 


for fees before the administrative agencies of 
the Government. But such a specific ban against 
appearance in the federal courts apparently 
never was deemed necessary. It may be that 
the courts will hold that the very separation of 


depend on Congress for confirmation of their 
appointments, promotions and pay. That could 
give a lawyer-Congressman more influence in 
court than a five-percenter ever dreamed of ex- 
erting on a purchasing agent. 


The Newport Hearing 

Congress and the Army Engineers have learned 
from the hearing at Newport, Ark., if they did 
not know it before, that there is white-hot 
sentiment.in Missouri against the damming of 
Current river. Col. T. A. Lane, who conducted 
the hearing, must be impressed with official 
opposition to the dam projects, as represented 
by statements from Gov. Smith and Congress- 
man Carnahan. These and hundreds of other 
protests should cause abandonment of «he Army 
Engineers’ plans. 

If the dams are built, floating fishing on 
more than 70 miles of Current river would be 
destroyed, and Alley and Round springs would 
be inundated. Big Spring, the most famous of 
all of these characteristic Ozark phenomena, 
would be damaged. Such an outcome horrifies 
not only many residents of Current river valley, 
but thousands who find the river an idyllic 
place for recreation. 

There are some Missourians who favor the 
plans of the Army Engineers, but it was argued 
at Newport that many of them are interested in 
real estate speculation, and in the sale of cabin 
and resort sites if artificial lakes are formed. 
There are others who favor the plans because 
of the electric power that would be created. 

For many years, the controversy over Current 
river has been going on. Though he was gener- 
ally in favor of river development, the late Con- 
gressman John J. Cochran thought it was a mis- 
take to mutilate one of the nation’s most 
beautiful streams. In recent years, the opposition 
to the Army Engineers’ plans has been growing 
more and more intense, as the Newport hearing 
showed, It is time the issue is settled once and 
for all and, in our opinion, the only way to 
settle it is for the Army Engineers to leave the 
Current river alone. 
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What Is Unification? 


In summing up the Navy’s case against the 
B-36, Admiral Louis Denfeld actually had little 
to say about the bomber. The Chief of Naval 
Operations made it clear that what the Navy 
is really concerned about is whether the Air 
Force and Army are getting too much consid- 
eration and the Navy too little. 

Admiral Denfeld is a naval officer of re- 
spected accomplishment, and he deserves at- 
tention. He says a weapons evaluation board 
should speed up tests on the value of the B-36. 
He says the Navy should have adequate repre- 
sentation in the Defense Department. He says 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff should be strictly sub- 
ject to the Unification Act. 

All this is stated in general terms, with which 
it would be difficult to disagree. But the prin- 
cipal implication of Denfeld’s case is not that 
the B-36 program is wrong, but that the Army 
and Air Force have failed to follow the purpose 
of the unification law, and that this threatens 
“inadequate national security.” 

So far, the best evidence of disunity is the 
long parade of Admirals before Congress to op- 
pose the other services, the staff and the De- 
fense Department. This defiance was possible 
because the Navy regards unification, in Ad- 
miral Denfeld’s words, as “a co-ordinated ef- 
fort of all weapons.” The Navy considers that 
it should determine its own funds, weapons and 
role in defense. 

Such a definition more closely defines au- 
tonomy than unity. The purpose of the Unifi- 
cation Act was to establish a central command 
with power to decide the proper balance of 
all three arms. It was, in short, to provide for 
national defense, not just naval defense. 

Strategic questions, including all those raised 
by the Navy, have to be settled somewhere. If 
the top command cannot do it, who can? Cer- 
tainly not the Navy alone. And these questions, 
however serious, are not as important finally 
as the inability to decide what national defense 
should be. That is the grave danger exposed by 
the Admirals’ testimony. / 
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As we understand it, a lot of that opposition 
to damming the Current river is mighty perma- 
nent. 
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Insult to the Missouri House 

Because a majority in the Missouri House 
hold out for a fair deal on small-loan interest 
rates, their own leaders have repeatedly in- 
sulted them. The current insult is a conference 
report authorizing a $14.50 charge on a $100 
loan repayable in 12 monthly installments. 

Even the authors had varying ideas of what 
this deceptive formula means, but the banker- 
legislator who said it means 26.77 per cent is 
right. This is almost the identical rate of a 
previous “compromise” the House rejected last 
spring. So this new and confusing way of say- 
ing the same thing is attempted trickery. It 
insults the members’ intelligence. 

Special-interest legislation started last winter 
when Speaker Roy Hamlin referred all loan 
bills to a committee on which friends of the 
small-loan lobby were dominant instead of to 
the committee that had always dealt with in- 
terest rates. The House rebelled and passed a 
good bill with an 18 per cent ceiling, but then 
Hamlin packed the House’s side of the confer- 
ence committee with high-rate apostles. 

.Gov. Smith put on pressure but the House 
majority had the courage of its convictions, It 
discharged the first confefees and rejected their 
handiwork. Whereupon Speaker Pro Tem Harry 
Schendel of St. Louis appointed new conferees 
with the same bias, and these men have duti- 
fully done the bidding of the organized lenders 
and brought forth a bundle of legalized usury 
amounting to 26.77 per cent. 

The small-loan crowd and its political stooges 
have used every wile to disfranchise the House 
majority and dismiss the claims of borrowers 
to a fair deal. As the Post-Dispatch said of an 
earlier maneuver: “The House advocates of 
decent interest rates again have been sold down 
the river. It looks as though they will have to 
turn down another compromise and disclaim 
another committee.” More of that treatment, 
and even the loan lobby will eventually see a

Spencer said that “no man will be per- 
fectly free until all men are free.” That 
has always been true within the commu- 
nity which we call a nation. It is now 


equally true within the close and compact ° 


community which the world has become. 


Today the world is going through a great 
disruptive phase. People who starve, 
people who are held in political bondage, 
people who are serfs, are today sources of 
acute social] infections, They create the 
troubled spots of the 
world, It is in such 
places that the police 
state will flourish. 

A police state, 
whether it is Fascist 
or Communist in ori- 
gin, is a threat to 
free people every- 
where, There is no 
security for a police 
state so long as some 
men are free, since 
the idea of freedom 
is contagious. Hence 
the police state tends 
to have an appetite 
that is never satis- 
fied. Free men, the world around, there- 
fore, have a common cause. 

A few incidents from my recent trip 
overseas with my son will illustrate what 
I mean, En route to the Middle East I 
stopped in Greece. There a Communist 
army, known as the bandits or guerrillas, 
had swept the country. As a result there 
was a congregation, in a few cities, of 
about 700,000 refugees. 

The choice was either to return to their 
homes and become part of the Communist 
regime or to starve. The United States 
offered them another alternative. We have 
fed these refugees. Thus they were not 
driven to Communism out of necessity. 


Why Some Chose Communism 


I talked with some ex-members of the 
guerrilla army. Probably 60 per cent had 
been conscripted. 

But the other 40 per cent had volun- 
teered. I talked with many of them and 
the answers given me by a war-hardened 
girl of 19 were fairly typical. 

Her choice of Communism had nothing 
to do with ideological consideration. There 
was no work for her or her family’ in 
Greece. Without work there was no food. 
The central government was doing nothing 
about it. The government represented an 
oligarchy of business and financial inter- 
ests. It did not represent the people. It 
did not even care what happened to them. 

“The Communists did care,” she said. 
“With the Communists we'd never starve.” 

A few days later I was talking with a 
group of men in the Middle East. One of 
them well expressed the sentiments of the 
group when he turned to me and said, with 
utter seriousness: 


Sad Lesson From China 


“America is a very generous nation. But 
is is badly mistaken if it thinks that dol- 
lars alone can save us all from Commu-

China would not be Communist today.” 


In.Jerusalem, I sat in an ancient garden 
under a pepper tree, talking with a group 
of young Arabs. The whole group sat in 
silence for a few moments, enjoying the 
peace and beauty of the scene. ‘Then a 
young Arab spoke. What he said came to 
something like this: It is not uncommon 
in this region for a few hundred men to 
control completely the lives of millions of 
people. The people are merely tenants. 
Each tenant pays rent on shares. What 
little he is allowed to keep will barely pro- 
vide meager food and clothing. 


Slaves of Ignorance and Misery 


There are few schools and hardly any 
that go beyond the fourth grade. Ninety 
per cent or more of the people are illiterate, 


There are as few as three doctors for 
250,000 people. It would not be surprising 
to find as many as four out of every five 
children dead before they reach the age 
of one. Disease is everywhere. — 

“These people,” he said, “are held tight 
in a vise of illiteracy, poverty, disease and 
misgovernment.” 


My informant ended on a special note. 
“Please,” he said to me, “tell the people of 
America not to lecture us about democ- 
racy. Don’t tell our people that they must 
choose between democracy and Commu- 
nism. The people of this region (and he 
meant the whole Middle East) are not free 
to make any choice at all. They are slaves. 
They are illiterate. They have no present 
escape from their misery. There is for 
them no such thing as liberty under law. 

“America has been greatly interested in 
Israel, Wonderful things have taken place 
there. The Arab wants a more abundant 
life just as does the Jew. But he needs 
America’s guidance. He needs America’s 
counsel and encouragement even more than 
he needs American dollars.” 

As I traveled from Dan to Beersheba 
viewing the work and achievements of 
Israel, I thought of how contagious this ex- 
periment could be in the Middle East. 
People in Israel were creating the condi- 
tions under which men could be free. These 
were the conditions that men everywhere 
desired, 


Our Great Power—If Used 


America stands in a powerful position 
in this part of the world. The influence 
of America even in little ways is tremen- 
dous. There is the episode of the editors 
who ran liberal democratic papers. In an 
excited moment all liberal as well as Com- 
munist papers were closed. Some even of 
the democratic group were imprisoned even 
though they had done nothing but plead 
for programs of social justice. Our repre- 
sentative was shocked. He sent each of 
the democratic editors who had been im- 
prisoned a package containing American 
cigarettes and his card. Within a few days 
the editors were pardoned and released. 
Even such a gentle hint from America’s 
representative was heeded. 

There is within each of the nations the 
will and the potential ability that can 
create a renaissance in the Middle East, a 
renaissance that these nations end the 
world must have if there is to be

Between Book Ends 


Life and Love Among the Artists 


GENIUSES, GODDESSES AND PEOPLE, by Winthrop 

Sargeant. (Dutton, 317 pgs., $3.50.) 

The author of the above listed book is a 
reformed fiddle player who now works for 
Life magazine as a roving specialist in the 
arts. Before reaching his present com- 
fortable eminence he did time as a com- 
poser, conductor, arranger, book critic, 
movie reviewer and an instructor in the 
bass tuba. Mr. Sargeant is a confessed 
high-brow but when he writes for the gen- 
eral public he is much more the shrewd 
story teller with a perceptive eye for human 
interest than the flaming evangel of truth 
and beauty. 

So the present book of essays makes easy 
reading for all and sundry. At the same 
time his authority is fairly evident. Insid- 
ers may quarrel with some of his purely 
artistic conclusions but they also quarrel 
with the more hortatory experts.

It was not until Mr. Sargeant became a 
member of the New York Philharmonic 
under Toscanini that he realized the excep- 
tional nature of “Dr. Blatl’s” technique. 
With Toscanini you played every note, or 
else, and you played it with the precision— 
at least—of a soloist. In his special chapter 
devoted to Toscanini he describes the spe- 
cial quality of a Toscanini performance as a 
kind of “harnessed frenzy.” It’s an apt ex- 
pression and his whole analysis of the 
Toscanini method comes about as close to 
explaining the latter’s extraordinary control 
over the orchestral apparatus as any I've 
ever read, Everything that Toscanini does, 
from the smallest quiver of his left hand 
to his towering Mediterranean rages, has a 
definite musical purpose. In one case it’s 
directly functional; in the other it’s psycho- 
logical. It all adds up. 

Mr. Sargeant also discourses genially 
about a number of other musical Olym- 
pians including Thomas Beecham, Artur 
Rubinstein and Ezio Pinza; and in the field 
of the other arts he deals with the diverse 
personalities of Frank Lioyd Wright, Ber- 
nard Maybeck, Rita Hayworth, Joe Gatto, 
and many others. Although most of his sub- 
jects had been worked over thoroughly be- 
fore he got to them he manages a fresh 
treatment without resorting—so far as one 
can tell—to sheer fabrication. 

In the case of Rita Hayworth the novelty 
is in his thesis. Miss Hayworth, he con- 
tends, is the American’s embodiment of 
Aphredite. It may have been true in her 
pre-Aly Khan days, but she’s not the first. 
Before Rita there was Hedi, before Hedi 
there was Jean and so on back to Barbara. 

Most of the pieces in this book were pub- 
lished originally in Life magazine. Their 
effectiveness is enhanced by being joined 
together. It's another case of the whole 
being greater than the sum of its parts.

Movie Industry Declares War 
On Hollywood Criminal Element 


‘Newly Formed Council Also Lays Plans to 


Put Newcomers to Films on 
Straight Moral Course. 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 14 (AP) — 
The motion picture industry has 


declared war on criminal elements 
in the film capital. It is planning 
also to steer newcomers to the 
Movies on a straight moral course. 

The recently formed Motion 
Picture Industry ‘Council, com- 
prising nine major Hollywood 
guild, labor and management 
groups representing some 35,000 
individuals, announced the new 
program today. 

It was outlined at a recent 
meeting, held under the chairman- 
ship of Ronald Reagan, president 


ers present included Producer Ce- 
cil B. De Mille, President George 
Marshall of the Screen Directors 
Guild, and Producer Dore Schary. 

The council adopted a resolution 
asserting “the Hollywood area 
long has been made a special tar- 
get of extortionists, shakedown 
artists and other criminal ele- 
ments who seek to entrap, and 
prey upon, the unwary and the 
unwise.” 

While it said the Hollywood 
crime rate is “considerably lower 
than in comparable communities 
elsewhere,” it added this is “in- 
sufficient” and promised its co- 
operation to all law enforcement 
agencies “to further reduce or 


completely eliminate this source 
of notoriety, disrepute and public 
jeopardy.” 

The council was organized eight 
months ago with the announced 
purpose of taking measures to 
counteract unfavorable publicity 
about the motion picture industry 
and its personnel. , 

Its program for “protecting as- 
piring movie hopefuls from errors 
in personal and professional con- 
duct,” an announcement said, is 


_inteded to counteract “lack of 


psychological preparation for the 
sharp transition from relative ob- 
scurity to the Hollywood spot- 
light.” 

It will include “straight-from- 
the-shoulder talks by seasoned in- 
dividuals, including newspaper 
men and women covering the Hol- 
lywood beats, who can’ detail past 
experiences.” 

It will give the youthful new- 
comers to the movies “an early 
orientation into the responsibili- 
ties and blandishments that go 
with public prominence so that 
they may be better fitted to face 
the problems arising from such 
responsibilities.”

That personal feeling is 
another reason why Murray can- 
not endure the idea of Lewis ob- 
taining pensions from the steel 
companies for his coal miners 
while they are denied to Murray’s 
steel workers.

That Hemsley Move. 

“We're trying to take care of 
our own,” Saigh said, explaining 
that the Cardinals had gone out- 
side their organization in hiring 
‘Rollie Hemsley as manager at 
Columbus only because no one 
stepping down from the Redbirds 
was considered sufficiently quali- 
fied to handle a Triple-A club. 
“One or two men we would have 
considered in our organization had 
other plans or we had other plans 
for them, so,” Saigh went on, “we 


‘looked for the Double-A manager 


we felt had done the best job 
with the material he had, That 
man was Hemsley. Why, do you 
know that, at 42, he stepped in 
and played 40 games at shortstop 
because Nashville had no one bet- 
ter!”

Previously called up, in addition 
to First Baseman Steve Bilko, 
Pitcher Ellis Deal and Outfielders 
Russ Derry and Bill Howerton, 
who finished the season with the 
Cardinals, were four righthanaed 
pitchers from Rochester—Jim 
Hearn, Erv Dusak, Cloyd Boyer 
and John Yuhas. 

Wilber Sent to Rochester. 

In addition to Kurowski, five op- 
tioned players were released out- 
right to farm clubs, subjecting 
them to the annual December 
baseball draft. Catcher Del Wil- 
ber, who managed Houston last 
year, was sent to Rochester, Pitch- 
er Kurt Krieger was returned to 
Columbus and Outfielder Larry 
Miggins was sent there from 
Houston. Catcher Larry Ciaffone 
was transferred from an option 
status at Allentown to a no- 
strings-attached basis at Roches- 
ter, and Catcher Ray LeBlanc was 
left at Winston-Salem, where he 
had served as playing manager. 
“We've got confidence in the 
boys we're bringing up,” Saigh 
said. “We might not have to go 
outside our organization to get 
the help we need, after all.” 

The implication was that the 
Cardinals’ owner had not been 
too pleased at results of trade talk 
during the world series. In New 
York, Saigh conferred with repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago Cubs, 
Pittsburgh Pirates, New York 
Giants and Brooklyn Dodgers. He 
has on schedule a manpower dis- 
cussion with Manager Eddie Dyer 
at Houston during a swing around 
the farm system next week. 

Saigh and Dyer have expressed 
particular interest in a_ right- 
handed-hitting catcher and out- 
fielder and a shortstop understudy 
for Marty Marion, and four of the 
seven most recent roster additions 
play those positions.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 — .An 
immediate effect of the deaths of 
Justices Rutledge and Murphy 
was shown in the journal of pro- 
ceedings in the Supreme Court 
for Monday which noted that Jus- 
tices Black and Douglas had dis- 
sented in four per curiam orders, 
one involving a civil rights “free- 
dom of speech” case. 

Opinions rarely accompany per 
curiam orders and none was an- 
nounced Monday but it is possible 
to speculate on what may happen 
in the future to similar civil rights 
suits and those involving segre- 
gation, police intimidation and 
lack of counsel. 

Under the rules of the court, an 
appeal or writ of certiorari is 
granted if four of the nine justices 
vote to hear the case. In the 
past Justices Black and Douglas 
and the late Justices Murphy and 
Rutledge frequently voted as a 
bloc for the consideration of civil 
rights issues. If three of the four 
felt strongly about a particular 
case the other was likely to vote 
with them. There was no such 
unanimity among the remaining 
five justices. It is known that 
Chief Justice Vinson thought that 
in the interest of orderly proce- 
dure and out of respect for the 
lower courts the Supreme Court 
should use extreme care in select-

The 4600 workers voted last 
night to end the 24-day walkout 
which began Sept. 20 over the sus- 
pension of 23 men, mostly union 
shop stewards. However, the 
workers authorized the executive 
board to pull them off the job 
again when conditions “become 
more favorable ... to secure a 
wage increase, pensions and a wel- 
fare plan.” 

A union spokesman said the 
chief reason for the back-to-work 
move was to enable the workmen 
to draw unemployment compensa- 
tion “while sitting out the steel 
strike.” Harvester has announced 
that 3500 workers at its Chicago 
McCormick works will be laid off 
today because of the steel short- 
age. The company said it expects 
more layoffs will be necessary.

Buying Plans Little Affected 
By Slump, Says Reserve Board 


Report Based on Survey of Public Intentions 
in First Half of Year — Commerce 
Office Cites Gain in Incomes. 


WASHINGTON, Pct. 14 (AP)— 
The Wederai Reserve Board re 
ported today that a mid-year sur- 
vey of consumer buying plans 
showed that the demand for au- 
tomobiles actually rose during the 
first six months of this year. 


Demand for other major con- 
sumer goods dipped only slightly, 
with increased demand for tele- 
sion sets and furniture partly off- 
~ sorte a mild decline in inten- 
tions to buy radios, washing ma- 
chines and stoves. 

The apparent significance, as 
seen by the board, was that pub- 
lic buying intentions were vir- 
tually unshaken by the recession 
in the first half of 1949. ) 
From the Commerce Depart- 
ment came word that consumers 
were getting a heavy flow of hard 
cash to back up their buying in- 
tentions. 

Personal Incomes Increase. 

Personal incomes, the depart- 
ment said, rose at the rate of $1,- 
800,000,000 a year in August to a 
$211,500,000,000 annual pace. Farm- 
ers and non-farmers shared about 
equally in the improvement. 
Looking at the first eight 
months of this year, the depart- 
ment reported the 1949 income 
flow was at the annual rate of 
$212,600,000,000, topping the com- 
parable part of record 1948 by 
$3,200,000,000. 

The figures included all receipts 
of individuals as distinguished 
from corporations—wages and sal- 
aries, bond and stock dividends, 
profits of farmers and unincor- 
porated businesses, landlords’ 
rents, relief checks and pensions. 

Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 
der, citing this current income 
flow as a source of strong con- 


sumer buying power, told a Fed- 
eral Reserve group at Philadel- 
phia this week that another was 
a four-billion-dollar increase in 
backlog of savings this year, com- 
pared with 1948. 

The Federal Reserve Board said 
its survey in July showed more 
than half of the 50,400,000 families 
pooling income to meet expenses 
felt their financial positions were 
“at least as good as they had 
been a year earlier.” 

Buying Plans. 

About 5,544,000 families were 
shown as definitely planning to 
buy a —_ or used car in the 
next 12 months. Another 2,016,000 
families thought they would prob- 
ably buy. More than 3,000,000 
others were undecided about it. 

But prices might put a damper 
on buying intentions, which re- 
mained strong despite recession- 
ary developments and heavy auto- 
mobile production and sales. 

Three out of foug families fig- 
uring on buyng a car intended 
in July to wait until 1950 and 
seven out of 10 looked for price 
cuts in the last half of 1949. 

Sixteen per cent of the nation’s 
families in July reported definite 
intention to buy other durable 
goods—furniture, television sets, 
radios, washing machines, stoves, 
etc. here had been a 17 per cent 
showing in early 1949. 

The findings about automobile 
buying intentions, unlike those on 
plans for other purchases, were 
that three out of four buy-minded 
families intended to wait until 1950 
to make their purchases. 

Price expectations apparently 
were a big influence. The board 
commented: “The great majority 

. thought that prices of auto- 
mobiles .. . would be going down 
during the second half of 1949.” 


DEATH SENTENCES 
OF RAJK, 2 AIDS 
ARE CONFIRMED 


Hungarian Appeals Court 
Rules Three Must Hang 
for ‘Plot’ Against Gov- 
ernment. 


By ENDRE MARTON. 
BUDAPEST, Oct. 14 (AP) — 
Hungary’s court of appeal today 
ruled that Laszlo Rajk, former 
Communist foreign minister, and 
two fellow plotters must die for 
treason. They confessed conspir- 
ing to make their country a sat- 
ellite of Premier Josip (Tito) 
Broz’s Yugoslavia. 

The court confirmed the three 
death sentences and also upheld 
prison terms decreed for three 
others who admitted plotting with 
Rajk to overthrow Hungary’s 
Moscow-backed government. Two 
were given life imprisonment, the 
other a nine-year jail term. 

The sentences were imposed 
Sept. 24 by a Budapest feople’s 
court after a week’s trial. The de- 
fendants confessed they conspired 
with American and Yugoslav 
agents. Both the United States 
and Tito denied any. connection 
with the alleged plot. 

Scheduled to hang with Rajk 
are Tibor Szoenyi, 46, a former 
member of parliament who direct- 
ed the Hungarian Communist par- 
ty’s cadre system supervising the 
rank-and-file members, and his 
deputy, Andras Szalai, 32. Rajk’s 
sentence was appealed by his at- 
torney over his protest. 

The court of appeal confirmed 
life sentences imposed on Lazar 
Brankov, 37-year-old Yugoslav 
who had been counselor in the 
Yugoslav legation in Budapest, 
and Pal Justus, 44, former mem- 
ber of parliament and vice-presi- 
dent of the Hungarian radio.. Also 
confirmed was the nine-year pris- 
on term given Milan Ognyenovic, 
a Hungarian citizen accused as a 
Yugoslav spy. 

The people’s court had ordered 
two other confessed conspirators 
held for court martial because 
they were military personnel. They 
were Lt. Gen. Gyorgy Palffy, un- 
til his arrest commander of Hun- 
gary’s army as its chief inspector

STOP-GAP HOUSING 


BILL IS PASSED 


House, Senate Complete 
Action to Keep U.S. 
Aid Going Pending 
Long-Range Law. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP)— 
The House and Senate completed 
action yesterday on legislation pro- 
viding $2,275,000,000 of new Gov- 
ernment authority to insure or pur- 
chase mortgages in the federal 
program to encourage home con- 
struction—with emphasis on small 
homes and veterans’ homes. The 
bill now goes to the White House. 

The “stop-gap” bill is intended 
to keep present programs going 
until Congress can pass a long- 
range measure to encourage pri- 
vate construction of moderately 
priced homes. 

Several of the home construction 
aids will expire Nov. 1, unless the 
legislation becomes law. 

Before passing the bill by a voice 
vote, the House knocked out an 
amendment by its Banking Com- 
mittee that would have allowed 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration to lend up to $25,000,000 
to finance the construction and 
marketing of prefabricated houses. 
The vote that killed this proposal 
was 72 to 64.

As to the victims, the plot occasionally takes cognizance of 
personal tragedy, as in the case of a professor who kills him- 
self rather than to return to the benefits of Communist de- 
mocracy, or scans the beaten, abject faces of returnees packed 
like cattle in a freezing freight car. 

But mostly it prefers to concentrate on the pleasanter 
aspect of Janet Leigh, as a Russian dancer who seeks refuge 
in the convent, falls in love with Maj. Twinfgo, and is given up 
to the Russians when they pretend they only want her for the 
Moscow Art Theater. The camera gives Miss Leigh a spiritual 
- quality in some early shots, but when we get to know her she 
turns out to be just a sadly inexperienced actress. Her plight 
is so candied it loses all force. 

“Red Danube” undertakes to solve its problems. Col. 
“Hooky” writes a hot letter to the big brass about the British 
assisting in returning the Russian victims, and the United Na- 
tions is galvanized into action. The mother superior flies to 
Romeé to see the Pope, and gives the Colonel a message about 
@ painter having to use the ladder to reach the ceiling that 
appears immediately to convert the cynical old soldier. But 
Mr. Pidgeon and Miss Barrymore, in spite of the glibness of 
the solution, do succeed in breathing life into their characters.

But Is It Art? 


Carl Dreyer, the Danish director who did the notable 
“Passion of Joan of Arc” back in 1933, has emerged from 
obscurity to turn out a grim examination of witch-burning 
in Denmark in the seventeenth century, “DAY OF WRATH,” 

which opens tomorrow at the ART THE- 
ATER. Dialogue is in Danish. 
The film was the subject of a wrangle in 
New York between the newspaper critics, 
most of whom seemed to think it tedious, 
and some of the magazine critics, who pro- 
claimed it great art. I’m inclined to straddle 
on it. It does undeniably have a rather pon- 
derous power as it unfolds the burning of a harmless old 
woman by religious fanatics of a Puritan-like aspect, and the 
final abject confession of a young wife at the bier of her hus- 
band that she was a creature of Satan who wished her hus- 
band dead because she wanted to marry her stepson. 


But Dreyer’s style is so torturously slow that much of the 
impact of the theme is dissolved in monotony. He has created 
some striking camera pictures that are reminiscent of Flemish 
paintings in their composition, and have scarcely any more 
Physical movement. His camera pans around a room at snail's 
pace to finally settle on a subject, or, in outdoor scenes, exam- 
ines the trees and skies in an effort at poetic creation which 
isn’t realized, and really amounts to mediocre photography. 
There are very few of the cut-in shots and closeups with which 
the director ordinarily gives pace and variety to his film. The 

"acting is fine enough within its scope, but action is completely 
subordinated to mood, It may be art, but to us it smacks more 
of the arty. 


Irma to the Screen 
“MY FRIEND IRMA,” at the MISSOURI, has been trans-

E are scandalized at seeing 
W what the release of the sub- 

human has done to the Fas- 
cists, Nazis, and Communists, Yet 
we have not learned that the 
same deleterious effects can be 
present in the individuals who, 
starting with the philosophy that 
he is only a beast, immediately 
proceeds to act like one. To just 
the extent that a man is unmorti- 
fied in his selfish passions, it’ 
becomes necessary for some ex- 
ternal authority to control and 
subdue those passions, That is 
why the passing of morality and 
religion and asceticism from polit- 
ical life is inevitably followed by 
a police state, which attempts to 
organize the chaos produced by 
that selfishness. Law gives way 
to force; ethics is replaced by the 
secret police. 

The totalitarian regimes are 
symptomatic of a disease which 
has also attacked the men and 
women in countries that are free. 
It is the disease of disorder with- 
in man. Few realize the terrible 
dimensions of the present catas- 
trophe; they are blinded by the 
fact that man has made . great 
material progress. The truth of 
the matter is, however, that man 
has lost control over himself at 
the very moment when he has 
gained control over nature. Be- 
eause man has lost self-control 
and denied the spiritual purposes 
in life, he utilizes for destructive 
ends the forces of nature which 
he has harnessed. The atomic 
bomb is a perfect symbol of the 
disintegration of the modern per- 
sonality. Every gain in mastery 
of the forces of nature becomes 
a potential danger unless it is 
matched by an equal gain in 
man’s mastery over his animal 
impulses. 

To just the degree that a ma- 
terialist psychologist interprets 
self-expression as the release of 
the animal instincts, he contrib- 
utes to the world’s present woe 
and disorder. Animal-guided men 
cannot conduct a civilization. 
They are more at home in war 
than in peace. We of today can 
be united against a common enemy 
through hate; it takes spirit and 
a common purpose to bind us to- 
gether when peace comes. It used 
to be that wars were hard to 
wage, that peace came naturally 
with victory. Today the situation 
is reversed; the powers of de- 
struction are greater than the 
powers of construction in the mod- 
ern world. 

The principal cause of all un- 
happiness is unregulated desire— 
wanting more than is needed or 
wanting what is harmful to the 
spirit. The modern world is geated 


to increase our desires and our 
wants by its advertising, but it 
can never satisfy them. Our de- 
sires are infinite; the. supply of 
any good on earth is finite. Henze 
our unhappiness and anxieties, our 
disappointments and our sadness. 
The only exit from this state is 
by control of the senses through 
mortification. This is what Our 
Lord meant when He said, “And 
if thy hand, or thy foot scandal- 
ize thee, cut it off, and cast it 
from thee. And if thy eye scan- 
dalize thee, pluck it out, and cast 
it from thee” (Matt. 18:8, 9). Be- 
cause, in our modern civilization, 
the biological is divorced from the 
spiritual, because freedom is iso- 
lated from dependence on God 
like a pendulum cut off from a 
clock, because liberty is inter- 
preted only as freedom from 
something and not as freedom for 
something, it is especially neces- 
sary to revive the Christian prac- 
tice of self-discipline. 

Christian self-discipline is really 
self-expression—expression of ail 
that is highest and best in self: 
the farmer plows under the weeds 
for the completest expression of 
the corn’s desire to grow. Self- 
control, through mortification or 
asceticism, is not the rejection 
of our instincts, passions, and 
emotions, nor is it thrusting these 
God-given impulses into uncon- 
sciousness, as the materialists ac- 
cuse the Christians of doing. Our 
passions, instincts and emotions 
are good, not evil; self-control 
means only curbing their inordi- 
nate excesses. To take a little 
wine for one’s stomach’s sake, as 
St. Paul told Timothy, is to obey 
an instinct; but to take so much 
of it as to forget that one has 
either a head or a stomach is to 
abuse wine as a creature of God. 

Once the instincts and passions 
are subject to the will, they can 
be controlled and guided. The 
church does not repress passions 
when it restrains their unlawful 
expression. It does not deny emo- 
tions, any more than it denies 
hunger; the Church‘ only asks 
that, when a man sits at table, he 
shall not eat like a pig. -Our Lord 
did not repress the intense emo- 
tional zeal of Paul; He merely re- 
directed it from hate to love. Our 
Lord did not repress the biological 
vitalities of a Magdalene; He 
merely turned her passion from 
love of vice to love of virtue. Such 
a conversion of energies explains 
why the greatest sinners—like 
Augustine—sometimes make the 
greatest saints; it is not because 
they have been sinners that they 
love God with their special in- 
tensity, but because they have 
strong urges, violent passions, 
flowing emotions which, turned 
to holy purposes, now do as much 
good as they once did harm. 


This principle can apply to na- 
tions, also; there may be a greater 
potentiality for the Christian apos- 
tolate in revolutionary Russia 
than is apparent in the indiffer- 
ence and false tolerance of the 
neither hot nor cold liberals of 
Western Civilization. God can do 
more with fire than He can with 
tepid water. And, please God, 
these Russian fires, which are 
now covered over with the suffo- 
cating ashes of Communism, may 
one day, with the help of grace, 
burn upward to enlighten and 
warm the world by their passion- 
ate, fiery, all-enveloping love of 
God and His Divine Son. 

Someone who turns back to 
God, as the Magdalene and Paul, 
welcomes the discipline which will 
enable him to change his former 
tendencies. Mortification is good, 
but only when it is done out of 
love of God. A “saint” who spends 
his life sizzling on hot coals or 
reclining on railroad spikes would 
never be canonized by the Church. 
Asceticisem for asceticism’s sake 
is actualiy a form of egotism, for 
self-discipline is only a means, the 
end of which is a greater love of 
God. <Any form of asceticism 
which disrupted charity would be 
wrong—this was the mistake of 
the monk who decided to live only 
on crusts and upset the whole 
monastery, turning it into one 
vast crust hunt to satisfy his idio- 
syncrasies. Asceticism that makes 
us less agreeable to our neighbors 
does not please 

There are many men and 
women today who never meditate 
or discipline themselves in any 
other way. They find that they 
are cloyed with what they thought 
would satisfy; they try to make 
up for each new disillusionment 
with a new attachment; they try 
to exercise the old disgusts and 
shames with febrile new excite- 
ments. They change their part- 
ners in love, but their boredom 
and ennui remain. Their disor- 
ders become habit, and a seeming 
necessity; they allow open wounds 
in their souls because they deny 
that there are wounds, or even 
souls. 

What shall these poor, frus- 
trated, psychotic, and neurotic 
millions in our midst do to escape 
a creeping insanity and a grow- 
ing madness? The only answer 
for them is to enter into them- 
selves, to lift their eyes to the 
Divine Physician and cry, “Have 
mercy on me, O God!” If they 
only knew it, a single confession 
would rescue them by helping 
them to have their sins forgiven; 
it would also save them the small 
fortune spent in having their sins 
explained away.

Pumpkin Pie. 

‘ One and three-fourths cups 
canned pumpkin or fresh cooked 
puree, three-fourths cup sugar, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one-half tea- 
spoon ginger, two eggs, one cup 
cream, one-half cup milk, unbaked 
nine-inch pie shell. 

Turn pumpkin into saucepan 
and stir over direct heat for 10 
minutes until somewhat dry and 
slightly carmelized, stirring fre- 
quently. Remove from heat. Mix 
thoroughly together the sugar, 
salt and spices and stir into hot 
pumpkin. Beat eggs, add cream 
and milk, and beat into pumpkin 
mixture until smooth. Pour into 
unpricked pastry-lined pan and 
bake in hot oven (450F.) for 15 
minutes; then reduce heat to 
300F. (slow) and continue baking 
about 45 minutes longer until a 
knife inserted about one inch from 
center comes out clean. Cool be- 
fore serving. One pie—six servings. 

Note: Perfectly baked pumpkin 
Pie has no wrinkles or cracks on 
its surface. Long slow baking 
after the first 15 minutes pro- 
duces a smooth, shiny surface 
with the true golden pumpkin 
color. 

Stuffed Cabbage Leaves. 

Trim off soiled leaves of 1 
smal] head of cabbage and remove 
core. Cover with boiling water and 
let stand five minutes or until 
cabbage leaves are limp. Separate 
leaves carefully, reserving five of 
the largest leaves for the rolls. 
Combine one pound ground beef 
thoroughly with two teaspoons 
chopped onion, one beaten egg, 
one-half cup milk and one tea- 
spoon salt. Place one-fifth of the 
meat mixture on each leaf and 
fold up envelope fashion. Fasten 
with tooth pick. Lay, flap down, 
in Dutch oven or saucepan. Add 
one-half cup water and cover rolls 
with rest of cabbage leaves, sim- 
mer, uncovered, for 1 hour. Serve 
with tomato sauce.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 


VERY interesting thing hap- 
pened in committee three yes- 
terday afternoon. Once be- 
fore when the convention on the 
traffic in women and children 
was under discussion, the _ so- 
called colonial clause was de- 
feated and it was made manda- 
tory that any colonial power that 
ratified the convention should im- 
mediately make it apply to all 
non-self-governing territories un- 
der its jurisdiction. 

The catch, however, is that no 
government can be forced to ad- 
here to any covenant. Therefore, 
any. colonial power that has previ- 
ous agreements with its colonies 
or territories under which it has 
granted constitutions that dele- 
gate certain powers to the col- 
onies will now say that under 
these constitutions they are un- 
able to ratify. They must now 
wait to hear from these non-self- 
governing territories as to 
whether they wish to be a party 
to a covenant and wish to carry 
out the provisions of that cov- 
enant. 

This will mean either that the 
colonial powers do not ratify at 
all, or wait a long while before 
they ratify. Instead of having a 
prompt ratification and a report 
within a year on any territories 
that have not yet become parties 
to the convention, giving the rea- 
sons why this has not yet been ac- 
complished, there will be no rea- 
son for the metropolitan powers 
to make any report whatsoever. 
Far more people will be unpro- 
tected, as the covenant will not 
cover anywhere near the number 
that might have been possible if 
the metropolitan powers at once 
ratified for themselves. 

This clause, of course, does not 
affect the United States at all. 
The United States in its relations 
with any territories agrees to ap- 
ply to them immediately any 


agreements it accepts for itself. ‘ 


But we have always felt that there 
was wisdom in accepting the point 
of view of such colonial powers as 
had entered into agreements with 


their colonies, having granted then 
certain constitutional rights. 

It is perfectly true that in the 
reports made on conditions in 
these colonies or territories, there 
are often situations that are de- 
plorable, continuing as they prob- 
ably have existed for hundreds of 
years. The examples read by a 
number of delegates were mostly 
drawn from reports made for the 
benefit of the United Kingdom 
colonial office. 

I do not think that anyone eve® 
could claim that subject peoples 
were in a particularly happy situa- 
tion, but it would seem better 
where even a gesture is made to- 
ward advancing people to a point 
where they can carry responsibil- 
ity for themselves. The power do- 
ing this should receive all the 
encouragement possible to live up 
to its agreements. In spite of 
abuses, this is one of the few ways 
of advancing democracy in these 
territories. 

I hope that what seems to many 
a theoretical victory today, and 
which may turn actually into a 
defeat, will turn instead into a real 
victory and induce the colonial 
powers to move forward more rap- 
idly in devising a manner in which 
their colonies almost simultane- 
ously give their consent to any 
covenant accepted by a metropoli- 
tan power. That would do away 
with the necessity for a colonial 
clause and save us a great deal 
of trouble. 

It would not, however, take care 
of the situation covered by our 
federal-state clause, which is as 
important to us as is the colonial 
clause to the colonial powers, Be- 
fore long I shall go over with you 
ther easons why our Congress, in 
ratifying a treaty or covenant, has 
always insisted thus far on the in- 
clusion of the federal-state clause.

“Dr. Crane, my husband was out of work for 
many months during a recent strike,” she began. “The 
union finally compromised on some of its demands and man- 
» agement did likewise, so the men 
won an increase in wages. But 
during those many months, we had 
to cash in all our war bonds, which 
represented every cent of our sav- 
ings. Besides, we had to borrow 
$800 from his parents and $650 from 
my sister who teaches school, so 
we are now badly in debt. Even 
with. the increased wages which 
were finally won, it will take al- 
most six years before my husband 
will have earned as much as we'd 
have had, if the strike had never 
been called in the first place and the men had simply con- 
tinued at their old wage scale. So can’t something be devised 
to eliminate the need for strikes and lockouts? Why, even 
the company must have lost millions in unfilled orders during 
that long strike.”

MARTHA ALSO FAILED to mention the fact that if a 
temporary recession should occur and her husband were to 
be laid off, he might never catch up with the wages he lost 
during that lengthy strike. Wages should be set according 
to a scientific pattern. They should involve current com- 
modity prices, plus the difficulty of the work. A differential 
wage scale should be evolved for the major trades, whether 
in carpentry, plumbing, coal mining, etc. The basic rate 
should be determined by the amount of intelligence demanded 
by the job, plus the minimum education or apprentice train- 
ing required. In addition, the hazard to life should be equated, 
for a coal miner might not need the technical training of an 
electrician, yet the hazard to life might be greater. Even 
the shortness of the working season should be considered. And 
if a worker must furnish his own tools, that factor also 
should be included.

THUS, A RELATIVE or comparative wage scale could be 
get for the major trades. But the specific hourly minimum 
would then need to be determined by considering the current 
eommodity price index. At periodic intervals, such as every 
three to six months, the Department of Labor could then 
ghow whether workers were being underpaid or overpaid.

Community Center for All Ages 


Council House, a Center in Every Sense of the Word, Now Has New Gym, Auditorium and Lounge 
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By Clarissa Start 


ELENE CUTLER was 3 years 
H old last August. Charles 
Trenner is past 83. Yet both 
the little girl and the elderly man 
are members of clubs at Council 
House, neighborhood community 
center at 5625 Wells avenue. Be- 
tween their two extremes of age 
are 1000 other members, men, 
women, boys, girls, all types, all 
age groups, all interests, ranging 
from the smallest sleepyheads in 
nursery school to the lively old 
folks in the Roosevelt Club. 
“From three to 83” is the motto 


.and the boast of Council House, 


but even more important in the 
opinion of its workers is its repu- 
tation for being a community cen- 
ter in every sense of the word, 
operated by people in the com- 
munity, and contributing to the 
life of the community. Last Sun- 
day a community celebration was 
in order, for something new was 
added to Council House, a gym- 
nasium, auditorium, and lounge 
which has been in the building 
process a year. Those who had 
been active in Council House all 
15 years of its existence had to 
admit that the new facilities were 
a far cry from the original set-up 
of the center. 

“The first home of Council 
House was a three-story flat with 
only one professionally trained 
person,” says Leo» Beck, director 
of present-day Council House, and 
supervisor over 12 full-time work- 
ers, 12 part-time, 18 additional 
summer camp aids, and 75 volun- 
teers. 

The idea of a group of women, 
Council House has always had a 
woman president up to the present 
holder of that office, Milton Green- 
field, Jr., who admits he’s “had a 
lot of good examples set by my 
feminine predecessors.” It was 
September 1934, when the National 
Council of Jewish Women opened 
the house at 4568 Page avenue. 


“Everything was done on pretty 
much of an amateur basis,” Law- 
rence K. Roos, member of the 
original board, recalls. “We had 
just one full time worker and five 
volunteers. For athletic equip- 
ment and gym facilities, we had 
to take the kids quite a distance, 
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usually to a high school gymna- 
sium or Sherman Park center.” 

In 1942, Council House moved 
to its present location and now 28 
board members are kept busy pro- 
viding for the 35 social groups and 
the 30 special interest activity 
groups in arts and crafts, drama, 
cooking, and every imaginable 
group interest. Serving a predom- 
inantly Jewish neighborhood, the 
center is non-sectarian and 15 per 
cent of its members are not Jew- 
ish. 

“Starting chronologically with 
our activities,” said Director Beck, 
as we started on a tour of the 
house, “we have first our day nur- 
sery which takes care of 28 chil- 
dren and is operated by the Jew- 
ish Family Service Association. 
They’re all taking a nap now,” he 
explained as we tiptoed up the 
stairs. 

They were all taking their naps, 
that is, all but one explorative 
young man who was 0being 
marched firmly back to his cot. 
The other three-to-five-year olds 
were sprawled out or curled up, 
with the unconscious grace of 
sleeping babies, oblivious to pho- 
tographer, visitors, workers.

LAY schoo] is the program for 
the next age group, 30 children 
from five to seven years of age, 
who come in every afternoon from 
3:30 to 5:30. Next are the Midgets, 
boys and girls up to 12, then the 
Juniors, 12 to 14, then the Inter- 
mediate group, 14 to 17. For these 
youngsters, there is as wide a 
variety of activities as there are 
interests—cooking clubs, painting, 
sketching, drawing, singing, act- 
ing, dancing, photography, crafts, 
as Well as all the facilities of the 
45 70-foot gymnasium. 

“You’ve never seen anything 
like the opening night of the 
gym,” Ed Jucewicz, athletic di- 
rector, said. “The kids were sing- 
ing in the locker rooms, and the 
happiness was almost indescrib- 
able.” « ” 

Fund raising for the gymnasium 
and the large lovely lounge room 
was marked by the kind of co-op- 
eration that has made Council 
House successful. When the total 
contributions were $10,000 short 
of the goal, one donor came up 
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OF THE YOUNGER SET. 


with a lump sum to complete the 
quota. When an additional room, 
at a cost of $11,000 was needed, 
another donor gave that amount. 
A third benefactor remarked that 
there was no need having an 
empty room, unfurnished, and 
gave $5000 for the interior. The 
Community Chest, Council of Jew- 
ish Women, and National Jewish 
Welfare Board contribute to 
Council House’s $60,000 annual 


budget. 
N from Council House, The group 
from 18 to 30 are skipped main- 
ly because they are well taken care 
of by the Y.M.H.A. and Y.M.C.As 
in the city, and the community 
house’s emphasis, as Director 
Beck gays, is “on activities for 
those who are  neighborhood- 
bound.” However, for the Young 
Mothers group there are clubs and 
classes in dressmaking, singing, 
exercise, for other adults there 
are vocational guidance programs, 
job preparation classes, and for 
the over-65-years-of-age group, 
the thriving Roosevelt Club. 
Beck, who formerly headed the 
Jewish Community Center in In- 
dianapolis, and teaches occupa- 
tional therapy in the Washington 
University Medical School, gives 
credit for the center’s accomplish- 
ments to their high standards for 
workers. Every professional em- 
Pploye has a master’s degree in 
social work. Student supervisors 
are recruited from Washington 
University, and even volunteers 
must meet high standards for 
ability and adaptability. The group 
activities offered, particularly to 
the younger members, are intend- 
ed, not only to pass the time and 
“keep the kids off the street” but 
to develop good citizenship, and 
— in community affairs as 
well. 


“Our purpose is to help the in- 
dividual develop into a good citi- 
zen in the community,” Beck gays. 
“Through their fun, these chil- 
dren are able to cure social mala- 
dies, such as shyness and aggres- 
siveness, helped to learn how to 
live with others.” . 

Any such place as Council House 
is abounding in success stories of

through its work. There was an 
elderly couple, both displaced per- 
sons from dAustria, who were 
helped to make a difficult adjust- 
ment to a new world, a new life, 
through the Roosevelt Club, There 
was a boy who had been to re- 
form school, a problem in delin- 
quency who had to be talked into 
even entering something as insti- 
tutional as Council House, Later 
on, he became president of his 
group there, still later a scholar- 
ship winner and a college student. 
One of the best examples of 
change, however, Beck feels, was 
the little girl, who came to the 


nursery at the age of three. 
“Born in a concentration camp 
in Europe,” he described her, “she 
was brought here at the end of the 
war. Unable to speak English, 
painfully shy, she was a picture 
of complete frustration in every 
way. She came to our nursery 
where she began to develop a 
vocabulary and changed into an 
entirely different individual.” 
Just how different was _ evi- 
denced recently when that same 
little girl started to school. 
“The only trouble with her,” her 
teacher reported back to her par- 
ents, “is that she talks too much.”

ODAY’S declarer did a beauti- 
ful job of “card-placing” and 
thereby brought home a ¢diffi- 
eult contract. 
North, dealer

The 30 score naturally influenced 
the bidding, which was: 
North East South West 
¢ Pass 1N.T. Pass 
2N.T. Pass Pass Pass 

West opened the heart four. 
East captured dummy’s queen and 
South false-carded with the eight. 
This gave East the hope that his 
partner had opened @ five-card 
suit, and so he returned the heart 
three, knocking out dummy’s 
king. (A spade shift would have 
given declarer a headache!) 


At the third trick, declarer led 
the diamond three from dummy, 
but when East played the deuce, 
South concluded that East did not 
have the king, and so put in his 
own eight-spot, rather than sac- 
rifice the queen. West won with 
the diamond jack and cashed the 
jack and nine of hearts, dummy 
discarding two clubs, while South 
himself gave up a spade. 

West was naturally reluctant to 
lead away from his spade king, 
and so shifted to the club eight. 
Declarer promptly ran four ciub 
tricks, discarding a spade from 
dummy. 

Now South, reading the situa- 
tion perfectly, led his low spade— 
and West was hooked! Seeing the 
handwriting on the wall, he played 
the snvade king in an effort to 
get out of the way, but this did 
no good, Dummy won and a spade 
return put East in. When East 
then led the diamond five, South 
played low, and West had to waste 
his king. 

Obviously? if West had held on 
to the spade king, he would have 
been thrown in with that card 
and forced to lead away from his 
diamond king.

That Word Cohorts. 
éé OMMUNISTS and their co- 
C horts” is an expression one 
understands as “Commu- 
njsts and fellow-travelers.” This 
marks the end of a very long road 
that the word “cohort” has trav- 
eled from its origin. 


When Julius Caesar addressed 
his men as “soldiers of the thurd 
cohort” the word was a military 
classification, a cohort being the 
tenth part of a legion. Usually 
600 men composed it. It is not 
difficult to understand how the 
term came to include any body of 
fighting men, and finally to its 
more or less general meaning to- 
day. A current and less familiar 
interpretation is its significance in 
botany, where a “cohort” denotes 
a plant grouping less comprehen- 
sive than a “class.” 


The word itself derives from the 
Latin “cohors” which goes back to 
the Greek “chortos,” meaning gar- 
den or enclosure! However, it is 
possible to connect this etymolog- 
ica] origin with the Roman mili- 
tary term since the “Praetoria 
Cohors” denoted a provincial gov- 
ernor’s suite under the republic, . 
and, under the empire, the famous 
Praetorian Guard, or bodyguard of 
the emperor. The imagination 
travels easily to the idea of a
